The management of the recorder's

OF MERCUKY 


A BAKU AND INTERESTING ASTRO- 


NOMICAL EVENT. 


The group of spots on the left and the 


solitary spot near tbe center are tho or- 
dinary eolar spots, and a glass which 
will not show these quite distinctly ia of 
10 avail to look for tbe planet, which ia 
sr smaller thau any of them. As the 
plan was mad« witti a small hand tele- 
cope one inch in diameter, and fifteen 
nchcB long, it is quite certain tbat any- 
hing larger than this will reveal the 
tiny stranger following the track shown 
by the letter M on the dotted line. The 
view represents the sun's diac us seen 
n verted, or upside down; therefore if 
be spots are not seen as hero depicted, 
all that is neccoseary is to turn tho 
mper upsiilu down. TJiu eye should 
)e protected by smoked or colored gliiaa 
while uainK the telescope. 


Mercury is one of thu smallest of tho 


planete, and its orbit ia BO close to tho 
sun that it is rarely Been by iiihalrittuitB 
of tliia world. A great Gorman astron- 
omer who died at tho nge of 80 yearn, 
laid that lie had but ono regret,. Ho 
md never been able to get a glimpao of 
.lie planet Mercury in his long life, 
though bo bad looked for it year after 
rear, early and lalis. 


Tho planet can in fact only bo seen 


wttb the linked eye on rare occasions 
when it is ut its Kieatcet elongation; 
.hat is, when it makes the greatest pos- 
sible angle with the earth nnd tho sun. 
This augle rarely exceeds 20 degrees, 
and consequently the planet risea, un- 
der the moat hwo.able circumstances, 
only about an hour before tho sun, or 
sets about an hour after U. Tho strong 
twilight hides it from human gaze DOJ 
days in thu year, and even on favorable 
occasions it can only bo sunn for a brief 
period, sav twenty minutes or half an 
tour, amid the mists of the hori/.on. It 
appears as a small but brilliant star of 
rosy hue. Though a telescope at these 
Limes it looks liku a tiny crcuccnt moon 


When tho planet transits tho disc, ai 


it does this morning, it is aa near to tho 
earth as possible, and subtends an angle 
of 10 second a of arc. Ae tho nun's disc 
averages I'J^O seconds tho relative ap- 
parent.dimeutionn are 49'2 to 1, fin Unit 
>n a diec two inches in diameter to rep* 
recent tho eun mercury would bo repre- 
sentui! by a pin dot one hundredth of an 
.nch in diameter. 


Tbero are about a dozen transits ol 


Mercury in u century nnd the present li 
tho last in this century. The truneits ol 
Mercury always occur in tho early part 
of May nnd November, because it is at 
Lheso times tlmt tbe earth passes Hie 
line of tho planet's nodes. The present 
transit is a repetition of that of Novem- 
ber 10, 184s, and will occur again on 
November 10, 1907.

COMMODORE HOPKINS. 


Memorial on the Services of an 


Able Officer. 


The Military Order of 
the Loyal 


Legion of tho United States, from head- 
quarters in San Francisco, has issued 
memorial on tho occasion of tho death 
of Commodore William Kvelyn Hop- 
kins, who died at Ross Valley, Cal,, 
October 21,1891. The memorial recites 
his history and hin public services in 
the United States navy. 


Commodore Hopkins was a brother of 


Dr. Henry St. George Hopkins of this 
city, lie was born in Virginia in 182L, 
and Bpcnt tho greater part cf his life in 
the navy, beginning as midshipman 
and ending as commodore, lie saw 
service in the coast surveys, and during 
the civil war was in the Gulf of Mexico 
blockade squadron, and 
was instru- 


mental in the capture of several block- 
ade runners. lie retired from active 
service in 1883, then being ti£ years of 
ace, and was consequently 73 at the 
time of his death.

>roud of their schools, which are among 
he best conducted iu the state. This is 
luo to eeveral reasons, hut tho two 
hief ones are tho efliciency of the teach- 
re and the get oral spirit of enthusiasm 
Inch pervades the school rooms. Pro- 
easor lleatou is untiring in his work as 
uperiutendent, and much credit is due 
o him for the high standard which is 
ecognizcd at the universities. 
There are about 1300 pupils altogether 


n the city schools. Of these 1GO are in 
he high school. This is the largest en- 
rollment of pupils in the history of the 
ity. There is urgent need for more 
eachers: for. although the number of 
cholars has been increasing for the past 
hreo years, yet during that time there 
aae been no increase in the number of 
teachers. 


In the high school 
some classes 


lumber over fifty, which is too many 
or one teacher to handle and do good 
work. As the matter stands now, how- 
iver, there is no room for another 
.uacher, and there will not be room 
until the new high-school building, 
vhich has been just going to be built for 
he past four years, shall be completed.

Todaced into the high' school course, 
iince no modern language is taught 
ihere, as is required for entrance to the 
State University, 


More apparatus has been furnished 


or both physics and chemistry classes, 
and very good work is done. 
The 


classes are so large that one-half the 
mpila come in the morning at 8 o'clock 
o recite, and others remain after school 
a the afternoon. 


The senior, or graduating class, num- 


bers thirty, which is larger than any 
>revious graduating class. Yeslwnlay 
.hey began a debate on multiple voting, 
vhich will be finished on Monday. 
This class is enthusiastic in its work, 
and such IB also the case with the other 
ClnS6C8. 


Aa to the lower grades outside of the 


ligb school it may be urged that there 
s ueed of more teachers. Many of the 
grades are crowded and there id need of 
more facilities.' There aro seven new

Uuo very serious fault with the Kreano 


school system is that the terms aro too 
short. There should at least bo nine 
and one-half months of school in order 
to finish the required work. IJut here- 
tofore there have not been nine montlit*. 
It was called nine months, but sul>- 
Btrncting the live legal holidays and in- 
stitute week thuro have only been eight 
and one-half mouths of school. This 
yeur, however, school will continue dur- 
ing iho institute week. Last year tho 
board of education had money enough 
for a halt month longer, and will have 
more this year.

enough the Ei'iitiment is tlmt tbe city 
should keep her mihools running long 
etioui;!. to complete tho required work, 
and not have u vacation FO long that it 
will set the pupils back u whole monlh 
iu their work at the beginning of thu 
next tenn, aa all tho touchers report is 
tbe case.
